One after another, the eulogies 
flowed in tribute to Bishop 
Wyoming Wells, pastor of Wells 
Temple Church of God in Christ, 
who died here. 


For three hours those who came 
to the Wells Temple on 
Asheboro Street sat jammed into 
pews or stood shoulder to 
shoulder in the crowded 
sanctuary as stories were told 
and praises paid over Wells, who 
during nearly 50 years in the 
ministry attained national 
prominence in his denomination. 


In all, an estimated 3,000 
persons attended Wells’ funeral 
service. Many of them were 
unable to crowd into the church, 
but heard the service over 
loud-speakers set up outside. 


Cries of sorrow over the pastor’s 
death punctuated the service, 
alternating however with shouts 
of joy over the belief that Wells 
already is in Heaven.

MEDITATION MOVEMENT 


Creative intelligence in a 
cornfield? That was the question 
of many when they heard that 
the Maharishi Mahesh Yogi and 
his Transcendental Meditation 
(TM) movement had purchased 
the campus of the defunct 
Parsons College in Fairfield, 
Iowa. For an estimated purchase 
price of $2.5 million, what was 
once known as “Drop-out U” 
has become Maharishi 
International University, where 
students will be trained in the 
“**Secience of Creative 
Intelligence,” the theory behind 
TM. 


It is estimated that 250,000 
Americans now practice TM, a 
technique for meditation and 


relaxation which lowers the 
meditator’s blood pressure, 
breath rate and metabolic rate. 
But despite its claims to be 
non-sectarian, the movement is 
encountering setbacks in_ its 
efforts to incorporate TM into 
public school curricula. 


The Newton, N.J. school board 
rejected Transcendental 
Meditation classes after a local 
clergyman, the Rev. Robert 
Craig, demonstrated its Hindu 
underpinnings using the writings 
of the Mahirishi himself. Other 
New York and New Jersey 
communities, however, still plan 
on introducing TM into the 
public school curricula in 1975.

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GENERAL CHURCH REPORTS 


The General Church report of 
the Church of God in Christ is to 
be turned in during the Spring 
Call meeting in April, 1975. The 
financial program was approved 
by the General Assembly. If 
successful, it could help produce 
the most progressive 
Development program in the 
Church’s history. 


Through a feasibility study for 
future use of the Chisca Plaza 
Hotel for the Church of God in 
Christ, it was realized that the 
proper finance program could 
launch one of the most 
progressive economic 
development programs in the 
history of the Church of God in 
Christ. 


The report presented a plan that 
with the Chisca property serving 
as the base of. operation for a 
complex business venture; the 
large membership could build a 
program of economic 
development which will 
complement and enhance the 
spiritual, community-service and 
self-help objectives of the 
Church 100%. The study was 
made by the MATCH 
Institution, with specific 
contributions from Attorneys, 
Certified Public Accountants 
and one of the _ leading 
architectural firms. 


The report stated that with a 
downtown headquarters in the 
Chisca, the Church can launch 
and promote its Economical 
Development program identified 
and described as follow: 


--Publishing the History of the 
Church; 


--Publishing a monthly magazine; 


--Conducting workshops on 
economic development? 


DUE APRIL 


--Strengthening the C.O.G.I.C. 
Management Corporation to 
develop the Chisca property; 


--Developing a national travel 
agency to serve the four 
National Church Conventions 
and Church National and 
International tours; 


--Developing a National 
Insurance Agency to reduce the 
cost of insurance to Church 
members using the group plan 
approach; 


--Developing a Recording Studio 
which will specialize in gospel 
and religious music and 
messages; 


--Developing a Holding Company 
to provide the members with an 
opportunity to invest in all of 
the business ventures operated 
by the Church; and finally 


--Developing a Real Kstate 
Investment Trust to provide the 
members of the Church with the 
opportunity to make real estate 
investments under the most 
favorable financial conditions. 


This proposal will help the 
Church to achieve the following 
goals; 


1. The continuation of 
improvements and maintanance 
of Mason Temple, including the 
installation of a modern and 
adequate public address system. 


2. To renovate our down-town 
headquarters, formerly known as 
the Chisca Plaza Hotel, for the 
furtherance of the world wide 
Gospel Ministry, through radio, 


television, literature and the 
relocation of the Publishing 


House. 


a. To provide housing for 
delegates when attending the 


National Convocation, Spring 
call Meeting and Departmental 
Meetings which will alternate to 
Memphis each year; such as the 
Youth Congress, Sunday School 
Convention, Evangelist 
Convention, Music Convention, 
Women’s Convention, etc. 


b. To continue a_ successful 
Operation and expansion of our 
Church Bookstore, which is 
located on the first floor of our 
down-town headquarters. (We 
are thoroughly convinced that 
God has given us this building, 
the “Chisca Plaza Hotel’, “TO 
REACH THE LOST THROUGH 
PENTECOST”) 


3. To develop housing for the 
elderly members, retired and 
convalescing Elders and 
Missionaries from our church 
who have served and reached the 
“golden age”’. 


4 , ios “ere Crt an 
administration-dormitory 
building at the Charles Harrison 
Mason Theological Seminary in 
Atlanta, Georgia. 


do. To extend Saints College 
Campus to a four year Urban 
Campus at our National

OBSERVATIONS OF 
A LAYMAN

Having just arrived home from 
the 67th Holy Convocation, I 


would like to make some 
observations that may seem 
good, and some that might 


appear overly critical. However, 
after more than 40 years in the 
church where I plan to remain 
until death, my criticisms (if 
they: are to be considered) are 
acts of love. 


First, I would like to commend 
very highly the ability of Bishop 
Chandler Owens to bring order 
and quietness to the tremendous 
crowds of people. Undoubtedly, 
this must be a God-given ability. 
It would be wonderful if more 
of our great ministers had this 
ability. 


Secondly, the great spirit-filled 
services on Sunday and Sunday 
night were memorable and 
carried thousands of the saints 
to an unforgettable experience. 
Our leaders bringing in Oral 
Roberts to us added to the 
dimensions of the meeting and 
served to enhance the 
tremendous preaching of our 
own Bishop.

officials would further instruct 
those coming to the Holy 
Convocation, I feel that the 
effectiveness of our convocation 
would be greatly enhanced. 


No. 2 - The practice of people 
(again many of our leaders) 
holding loud and _ long 
conversations in the temple 
while services are in progress. 
Again, this shows disrespect for 
the persons speaking plus 
annoying others who are present 
to hear. This too could be 
corrected by beginning at the 
local level. 


It is also grevious to hear some 
of our leaders being very critical 
of aspects of the program with 
which they disagree. These 
criticisms are loudly proclaimed 
in earshot of anyone who desires 
to listen. How can they expect 
their followers to accept and 
follow their programs when they 
(the lay members) hear them 
(the leaders) openly fighting any 
part of the program with which 
they disagree. 


Again, I say that we have the 
greatest leaders and _ greatest 
church in the world. We look

Neighbors of the _ church 
gathered on their porches to 
watch as the family arrived and, 
behind a processional of the 
dignitaries to speak, filed into 
the church to the organ music

As Paul wrote in Romans 
8:3 “For what the law could not 
do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh, God sending his own 
Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh.” We must spread 
the gospel in our neighborhoods, 
and communities until God 
begins to change the lives of 
these young thieves and robbers. 
We can go door to door 
witnessing for God. This would 
show young teenagers the light 
that the church shines in the 
community. We can visit the 
schools, reformatories, and 
prisons taking the word of God, 
our choirs, our friendship and 
our monies. 


This would instill in the young 
people the concept that the 
church is a vital organ in the 
community, and that there is 
still hope for the lost.

Is a Sunday school revolution 
necessary for your church? 


You may have heard of some 
who have tried it: a community 


church in Swansea, Wisc., a Bible 
church in Dallas, a Wesleyan 
church in Scottsdale, Ariz. The 
contrived conversation above 
reflects something of the bold 
way in which such churches have 


experimented with new 
approaches to the Sunday 
school. 


Some evangelical churches have 
scrapped Sunday school 
altogether. This is based on the 
theory that the spiritual nurture 


they find it insulting to the 
intellect and irrelevant to life. 
Most of the time it’s just dull, 
timid and unimaginative. The 
teaching staff may be dominated 
by sentimentalists who offer 
static, wooden Bible 
interpretation and application. 
The neighborhood children are 
enticed with prizes, recreational 
events and busing (free 
babysitting for Sunday 
morning). As long as enrollment 
is healthy and youngsters profess 
to have accepted Christ, the 
church leadership acts as though 
everything is fine. Who could 
want for more? 


Well, there are a lot of 
thoughtful Christians who want 
more. They want Bible study 
that applies to daily life, that 
reflects perceptive leadership, 
that’s on target for the problem 
areas of contemporary living. 
These families may not always . 
be able to express it, but they 
sense that authentic 
commitment to the unchanging _ 
Word of God is responsive to 
today’s issues rather than 
grinding along in the ruts of 
earlier generations. 


But what kind of change will 
solve the problems and meet 
higher standards? Do _ our 
Sunday schools really have to be 
radical to be good? 


After talking at length with 
leaders in a dozen churches 
across the nation, ETERNITY 
editors concluded that 
revolution is not the only route 
to new vitality in America’s 
Sunday

present and anticipate the 
future. What a blessing to share 
the joy and exuberance of the 
psalmist, “I will call to mind the 
deeds of the Lord; yea, I will 
remember thy wonders of old” 
(Psst iL). 


Old age is a time of respect, 
according to the biblical pattern. 
The writer of Prov. 23:22 
commands the younger 
generation: “Hearken to your 
father who begot you, and do 
not despise your mother when 
she is old.’’ Moses directed the 
people of God to have high 


regard for their elders, virtually 
equating such an attitude with 
true worship: ‘You shall rise up 
before the hoary head, and 
honor the face of an old man, 
and. you shall fear your God: I 
am the Lord” (Lev. 19:32). 


Age alone doesn’t earn respect 


Older people should understand 
that such respect from younger 
people is not automatic. When 
Paul wrote to Philemon, he 
claimed authority as “Paul the 
aged,” but it was Paul, not just 
anybody. His life and _ his

On a broader scale, the Christian 
World Liberation Front 
thwarted the passage of a bill in 
the California State Legislature 
to introduce TM courses into 
public schools from the primary 
to the college levels. A massive 
letter-writing campaign was so 
effective that the bill died a 
quiet death in committee and its 
sponsor decided against its 
reintroduction. 


CWLF members are now 
working to “put out the brush 
fires.” School teachers are 
frequently offered free courses 
in Transcendental Meditation, 
explains CWLF member Dave 
Fetcho. If they are enthusiastic 
about the technique, the TM 
instructor is frequently invited 
to speak to the teacher’s classes, 
and then to parents to gain their 
permission to teach TM to their 
children. 


“The parents are given a ‘low 
pitch,’ with the TM instructor 
emphasizing that TM is 
thoroughly non-sectarian,’ says 
Fetcho. ““When CWLF has been 
invited to these meetings, we 
have been able to demonstrate 
the religious character of TM, 
and it is not usually introduced. 
But in other cases TM has found 
its way into the schools without 
any) kind sof official 
endorsement.” 


CWLF is now preparing to file a 
law-suit that they hope will 
reach the Supreme Court, 
resulting in a_ declaratory 
judgment that TM is 
distinctively religious and has no 
place in public schools. 


‘‘We are studying the Maharishi’s 
books like The Science of Being 
and the Art of Living and we are 
finding hundreds of clear and 
concrete examples of TM’s 
religious nature,” Fetcho says. 
‘It ties directly into’ the 
Sankhya tradition of Hinduism.” 
Some elements, like the 
initiation rite, are clearly 
religious, and the Maharishi has 
written that the mantras have 
profound meaning, whether the 
practitioner realizes it or not.

relationship to Philemon had 
been worthy of the respect and 
honor of others. Old age at its 
best is virtuous old age, and 
possession of godliness should 
accompany the claim to respect. 


It will be only small comfort to 
older people today to know that 
they are not the first to be 
denied the respect of the young. 
Others before them have been 
the subjects of ridicule and 
abuse. ‘“‘Elisha went up from 
there to Bethel; and while he 
was going up on the way, some 
small boys came out of the city 
and jeered at him, saying, ‘Go 
up, you baldhead! Go up, you 
baldhead!” And he turned 
around, and when he saw them, 
he cursed them in the name of 
the Lord” (II Kings 2:23-24). 


Lack of respect for the elderly is 
a sign of a nation in upheaval. 
Isaiah speaks of such a people 
under the judgment of God; a 
nation about to be destroyed: 
“And the people will oppress 
one another, every man _ his 
fellow and every man_ his 
neighbor; the youth will be 
insolent to the elder, and the 
base fellow to the honorable” 
(Isa. 3:5). 


Old age is also a time for a 
proper view of death. Christians 
are free to speak of death. In 
fact they must do so, for their 
God and His Son offer resources 
to face all of life, even the great 
reality of death. Others may 
avoid the subject; some may 
even fear to use the word. How 
foolish to ignore a sequence that 
has universal experience to 
substantiate it-birth, youth, 
maturity, old age, death. After 
old age comes death. 


Death is not nothing. But it is 
also not horrible, not for the 
Christian. It is rather a thing of 
joy. In calm meditation old age 
can be a time of getting ready 
for a meeting with Jesus, you
